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SCHOLASTIC  REGULATIONS 

Academic  Progress 

In  most  colleges,  the  generally  accepted  cri- 
teria for  establishing  standards  of  successful 
academic  progress  are  semester  hours,  grade 
points,  and  scholastic  averages.  The  following 
regulations,  approved  by  the  faculty  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Engineering,  provide  recognition  for 
superior  performance,  and  remedial  action  for 
cases  in  which  the  students'  level  of  performance 
is  commensurate  neither  with  the  expenditure  of 
his  time  and  money,  nor  with  the  utilization  of 
the  University's  facilities  and  faculty. 

Academic  Programs 

All  curricula  in  the  College  of  Engineering 
have  a  basic  136  hours  of  required  courses  and 
electives,  exclusive  of  freshman  and  sophomore 
military  and  physical  education.  Students  who 
are  eligible  to  begin  with  analytic  geometry  in 
their  first  semester  should  be  able  to  complete 
the  requirements  for  a  Bachelor  of  Science  de- 
gree in  eight  semesters  with  an  average  of  18 
semester  hours  of  work  each  semester.  Students 
beginning  with  algebra  and  trigonometry,  and 
those  deciding  to  take  Advanced  Corps  Military 
Science  or  Air  Force  Science  or  the  Navy  ROTC 
program  require  additional  time  —  a  summer 
session  or  semester  —  to  complete  their  curricula. 

Students  on  "clear  status"  (not  on  probation) 
will  normally  take  from  17  to  19  hours  of  work 
each  semester.  Those  who  must  have  outside 
work  for  financial  reasons,  and  others  who  are 
advised  by  their  physicians  to  take  reduced  pro- 
grams of  study,  may  take  as  few  as  12  hours. 
Programs  of  less  than  12  or  more  than  20  hours 
must  have  the  approval  of  the  Associate  Dean. 


Students  on  "probation"  should  cany  a  mini- 
mum of  12  semester  hours,  exclusive  of  freshman 
or  sophomore  military  and  physical  education. 
The  maximum  recommended  program  for  a  stu- 
dent on  probation  is  15  or  16  hours,  including 
military  and  physical  education. 

Meaning  of  Grades 

The  official  grades  at  the  University  of  Illinois 
are:  A  =  excellent;  B  =  good;  C  =  fair;  D  = 
passing,  but  not  satisfactory;  E  =  failure;  W  = 
withdrawn;  Ab  =  unexcused  absence  from  the 
final  examination;  Ex  =  excused  absence  from 
the  final  examination. 

The  grade  of  "Ex"  indicates  that  the  student 
has  been  excused  from  the  final  examination  by 
the  Associate  Dean  for  reasons  such  as  illness  in 
the  hospital,  death  in  the  immediate  family,  or 
other  emergency  at  the  time  of  the  final  exami- 
nation. Students  receiving  "Ex"  grades  may  take 
the  examinations  early  in  their  next  semester  of 
registration  at  the  convenience  of  the  depart- 
ment giving  the  examination.  If  the  student  fails 
to  complete  the  course  during  the  next  semester 
for  which  he  registers,  the  grade  of  "Ex"  is  auto- 
matically changed  to  an  "E"  at  the  end  of  that 
semester. 

The  grade  of  "Ab"  indicates  an  unexcused 
absence  from  the  final  examination  and  counts 
as  a  failure  in  the  course.  Any  extenuating  cir- 
cumstances existing  at  the  time  of  the  final  ex- 
amination should  be  brought  as  quickly  as 
possible  to  the  attention  of  the  Associate  Dean, 
who  may  change  the  grade  to  "Ex."  The  student 
will  then  follow  the  procedure  outlined  above  for 
"Ex"  grades. 


COMPUTATION  OF  SCHOLASTIC 
AVERAGES 

Semester  Average 

A  student's  scholastic  average  far  a  semester 
is  computed  by  dividing  the  total  number  of 
grade  points  earned  by  the  total  number  of  credit 
hours  taken  that  semester.  The  grade  points 
earned  in  any  course  are  determined  by  multi- 
plying the  credit  hours  of  the  course  by  the 
proper  grade-point  index:  (A  =  5  points;  B  =  4 
points ;  C  =  3  points ;  D  =  2  points ;  and  E  =  1 
point) . 

For  example,  a  first  semester  freshman  may 
have  received  the  following  grades:

DEFINITIONS  OF  SCHOLASTIC  AVERAGES 

University  of  Illinois  Average 

A  student's  University  of  Illinois  scholastic 
average  is  computed  by  including  all  grades  in 
all  courses  taken  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 
This  average  includes  "E"  and  "Ab"  grades  as 
well  as  other  grades  received  when  repeating 
courses. 

Transfer  Average 

A  student's  transfer  average  is  computed  by 
including  all  grades  in  all  courses  taken  at  other 
accredited  institutions.  This  average  is  used  in 
admission,  probation,  and  drop  regulations.  It  is 
not  used  in  the  determination  of  the  scholastic 
requirements  for  graduation. 

Collegiate  Average 

A  student's  collegiate  average  is  computed  by 
including  all  grades  in  all  courses  taken  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  and  other  accredited  insti- 
tutions. 

Graduation  Average 

See  Scholastic  Requirements  for  Graduation. 


SCHOLASTIC  REQUIREMENTS 
FOR  GRADUATION 

Students  entering  the  University  before  Sep- 
tember 1,  1956. 

These  students  must  have  an  average  of  not 
less  than  3.0  or  "C"  on  the  hours  counted  toward 
the  degree  in  their  specific  curricula.  Work 
which  does  not  count  in  computing  this  gradua- 
tion average  includes  basic  military,  physical 
education,    courses    passed    by    proficiency    and 


special  examinations,  transfer  credit,  failed 
grades,  the  first  grade  received  in  a  repeated 
course  at  the  sophomore  level  or  above,  and 
courses  specifically  excluded  from  graduation 
requirements. 

Students  entering  the  University  after  Sep- 
tember 1,  1956. 

All  grades  in  those  courses  which  count 
toward  graduation  in  the  student's  curriculum 
are  used  in  computing  a  graduation  average; 
transfer  credits  of  "C"  or  higher  will  be  counted 
the  same  as  proficiency  examinations  (credit 
without  grade),  but  "D"  grades  transferred  in 
required  courses  will  be  counted  as  "D"  grades. 
Each  candidate  must  have  an  average  of  at  least 
3.0  or  "C"  on  the  work  counted  toward  his  de- 
gree. Work  which  does  not  count  in  computing 
this  graduation  average  includes  basic  military, 
physical  education,  courses  passed  by  proficiency 
and  special  examinations,  and  courses  specifi- 
cally excluded  from  graduation  requirements. 

An  example  of  the  use  of  transfer  credit  in 
computing  a  graduation  average  is  shown  below. 
Transfer  credit:  66  semester  hours  of  which  60 
would  be  usable  toward  meeting  the  require- 
ments in  the  student's  curriculum.  In  the  60 
usable  hours,  suppose  that  10  hours  were  of  "D" 
grade  and  the  other  50  hours  were  of  "C"  or 
higher  grade. 

Semester  hours  required  in  the  curriculum 136 

(exclusive  of  basic  military  and  physical 
education) 

Deduct  usable  transfer  hours  of  "C"  or  higher 50 

(counted  the  same  as  proficiency  examinations) 

86 

The  graduation  average  will  be  computed  on  the 
86  hours,  including  76  hours  taken  at  Illinois  and 
10  hours  of  "D"  grade  accepted  by  transfer.  The 
scholastic  average  on  these  86  hours  must  be  at 
least  3.0  or  "C"  to  meet  the  minimum  scholastic 
graduation  requirement. 


ADMISSION  AND  READMISSION 
REGULATIONS 

1.  A  nonresident  of  Illinois  seeking  to  transfer 
to  the  University  of  Illinois  must  have  at  least  a 
3.0  or  "C"  average  to  be  admitted. 

2.  An  Illinois  resident  whose  transfer  average 
is  less  than  3.0  or  "C"  may  be  admitted  on  a 
3.25  probationary  status  by  the  Associate  Dean 
of  the  College.  As  a  basic  guide,  the  following- 
levels  of  competence  must  have  been  achieved:

(including  jailing  grades)  (based  on  5.0  =  A)

45  2.75 

30  2.50 
Interpolations  are  made  for  hours  falling  between 
the  limits  specified. 

3.  Students  who  are  readmitted  after  having 
been  dropped  from  any  college  at  the  University 
of  Illinois  will  be  readmitted  on  a  3.25  proba- 
tionary status. 

4.  Students  who  have  been  dropped  twice 
from  any  collegiate  institution  or  institutions  will 
not  be  admitted  or  readmitted. 


SPECIAL  NOTICE  CONCERNING 
ITEM  2  ABOVE 

Beginning  with  the  summer  session  of  1956, 
and  until  further  notice,  the  College  of  Engineer- 
ing is  unable  to  accept  Illinois  residents  whose 
transfer  averages  from  other  institutions  are  less 
than  3.0  or  "C."  This  action  is  necessary  due  to 
the  limitations  of  staff  and  instructional  space 
requirements. 


PROBATION  AND  DROP  RULES 

Probation  Rules 

The  effect  of  a  "probationary  status"  is  to 
exclude  a  student  from  all  college  or  university 
extracurricular  activities  unless  specifically  ex- 
empted. It  also  serves  as  a  warning  that  he  is 
subject  to  the  operation  of  the  "Drop"  rules  at 
the  end  of  the  semester  in  which  the  probation 
applies  if  his  scholastic  achievement  does  not 
improve. 

The  following  probation  rules  apply  provid- 
ing he  is  not  subject  to  the  Drop  Rules  — 

1.  A  student  who  does  not  make  at  least  a  3.0 
average  in  any  semester  will  be  placed  on  pro- 
bation for  the  next  semester  in  which  he  is 
registered. 

2.  A  student  whose  cumulative  University  of  Illi- 
nois average  is  less  than  3.0  will  be  placed  on 
a  3.0  probation  and  will  continue  on  that 
status  until  his  Illinois  average  becomes  at 
least  a  3.0. 

3.  A  student  on  a  3.25  probationary  status  who 
makes  at  least  a  3.25  semester  average  at  Illi- 
nois but  whose  collegiate  average  is  less  than 
a  3.0  will  be  placed  on  a  3.0  probation  and 
will  continue  on  that  status  until  his  collegiate 
average  becomes  at  least  a  3.0. 

4.  Students  who  are  readmitted  after  having 
been  dropped  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
will  be  readmitted  on  a  3.25  probationary 
status. 

5.  Transfer  students  who  are  residents  of  Illinois 
and  have  a  transfer  average  less  than  3.0  may 
be  admitted  on  a  3.25  probationary  status  by 
the  Associate  Dean. 

6.  Students  may  be  placed  on  probation  at  any 
time  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Associate 
Dean  of  the  College,  their  scholastic  records 
warrant  such  action. 
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Drop  Rules 

1.  A  student  who  has  been  on  "clear  status"  will 
be  dropped  from  the  University  if  he  fails  to 
make  at  least  6  hours  of  "C"  or  better,  exclu- 
sive of  basic  military  or  physical  education, 
or,  if  registered  for  less  than  6  hours  he  does 
not  make  all  "C's"  or  better. 

2.  A  student  on  a  3.0  probation  will  be  dropped 
if  his  succeeding  semester  average  falls  below 
a  3.0. 

3.  A  student  on  a  3.25  probation  will  be  dropped 
if  he  fails  to  make  a  3.25  semester  average, 
unless  he  brings  his  collegiate  average  up  to  a 
3.0  or  higher. 

4.  Beginning  with  the  fall  semester  of  1958,  any 
student  who  has  taken  60  hours  at  Illinois  and 
whose  cumulative  Illinois  average  is  less  than 
3.0  will  be  dropped. 

5.  A  student  who  has  been  dropped  will  not  be 
considered  for  readmission  for  the  following 
semester  except  in  the  event  of  extremely  ex- 
tenuating circumstances. 

Special  Consideration 

The  Associate  Dean  of  the  College  has  discre- 
tionary power  to  waive  the  operation  of  the  Pro- 
bation and  Drop  Rules  for  unusual  cases  in 
which  these  rules  would  be  unfair  to  the  student. 
In  considering  such  instances,  the  Associate  Dean 
shall  be  aided  by  the  College  Committee  on 
Student  Records  and  Petitions. 

Summer  Session  Work 

No  action  is  taken  by  the  College  at  the  end 
of  a  summer  session  (eight-week  program)  to 
apply  probation  or  drop  rules  or  to  clear  a  pro- 
bationary status. 
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WITHDRAWAL 

Withdrawal  from  Courses 

Any  student  who  wishes  to  withdraw  from  a 
course  for  which  he  has  registered  and  which  he 
has  not  completed  must  execute  a  change  slip  to 
withdraw  officially  from  the  course.  He  should  go 
to  the  Office  of  the  Associate  Dean  to  obtain  a 
change  slip.  Whether  the  withdrawal  shall  be 
with  a  grade  of  "W"  or  "E"  shall  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Associate  Dean  or  Assistant 
Dean. 

In  general,  students  withdrawing  from  a 
course  after  the  fifth  week  of  classes  in  any 
semester,  due  to  a  willful  lack  of  application  to 
the  course  or  a  lack  of  ability,  evidence  of  which 
has  been  established  by  the  Office  of  the  Associ- 
ate Dean  from  the  individual's  instructor,  will 
be  withdrawn  with  a  grade  of  "E."  Special  con- 
sideration will  be  given  at  any  time  in  the  se- 
mester to  students  having  unusual  circumstances 
such  as  prolonged  illness  or  other  extenuating 
conditions  which  make  successful  completion  of 
the  course  impossible. 

Withdrawal  from  the  University 

Any  student  who  wishes  to  withdraw  from  the 
University  should  obtain  "clearance  papers"  from 
the  Office  of  the  Associate  Dean.  Failure  to  exe- 
cute official  clearance  papers  will  result  in  grades 
of  "Ab"  being  reported  at  the  end  of  the  semes- 
ter. The  student  will  then  be  dropped  from  the 
University  in  accordance  with  the  Drop  Rules. 

Any  student  who  has  been  absent  excessively, 
without  excuse,  from  courses  totaling  approxi- 
mately half  or  more  of  the  semester  hours  for 
which  he  is  registered  may  be  reported  to  the 
University  Committee  on  Student  Discipline  with 
a  recommendation  that  he  be  dropped  from  the 
University  for  failure  to  attend  classes.  Similar 
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action  may  be  taken  for  any  failure  to  comply 
with  College  or  University  requirements. 

Any  student  who  withdraws  from  the  Univer- 
sity within  the  last  three  weeks  of  the  semester 
must  subsequently  petition  to  be  considered  for 
readmission. 


CANDIDACY  FOR  GRADUATION 

Requirements 

1.  A  candidate  for  graduation  must  have  com- 
pleted by  the  beginning  of  his  final  semester 
(or  summer  session)  all  studies  required  for 
his  degree  except  those  to  be  taken  during 
that  semester  (or  summer  session).  In  general, 
the  course  requirements  for  his  degree  will  be 
based  on  the  curriculum  in  effect  at  the  time 
he  entered  the  University  of  Illinois. 

2.  It  is  provided,  however: 

(A)  that  special  examinations  to  remove  fail- 
ures incurred  during  the  preceding  se- 
mester may  be  taken  at  any  time  before 
the  beginning  of  the  tenth  week  of  a  stu- 
dent's final  semester;  or,  if  the  final 
period  of  attendance  is  a  summer  session, 
at  any  time  before  the  beginning  of  the 
fifth  week. 

(B)  in  general,  petitions  for  approved  substi- 
tutions for  courses  required  for  the  de- 
gree should  be  made  prior  to  the  semester 
in  which  the  student  expects  to  graduate. 
The  latest  date  for  such  petitions  is 
within  the  time  limit  indicated  for  spe- 
cial examinations  above. 

3.  A  candidate  must  meet  the  general  University 
residence  regulations  which  require  that  he 
must  do  the  first  three  years'  or  the  last  year's 
work  in  his  curriculum  at  the  University  of 
Illinois.

4.  A  candidate  must  meet  the  general  University 
graduation  requirements  in  regard  to  basic 
military,  physical  education,  hygiene,  and 
rhetoric. 

5.  A  candidate  must  meet  the  scholastic  require- 
ments for  graduation  as  stated  on  page  7. 

Removal  of  Scholastic  Deficiencies  to  Meet 
Graduation  Requirements 

A  candidate  for  a  degree  who  fails  to  meet  the 
scholastic  requirement  for  graduation  may  over- 
come his  deficiency  by  repeating,  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  or  through  correspondence  courses 
offered  by  its  Extension  Division,  required  or 
elective  courses  in  which  he  received  low  grades. 


HONORS 

High  scholarship  is  encouraged  by  the  Uni- 
versity, and  students  who  distinguish  themselves 
in  scholarship  are  officially  recognized  at  the 
annual  Honors  Day  Convocation  and  upon 
graduation.  Further  honors  are  conferred  on  out- 
standing students  by  election  to  such  honor 
societies  as  Tau  Beta  Pi,  Sigma  Tau,  and  the 
Departmental  Honor  Societies.
